is  not  auite  as  acute  as  i  l  serins  to  be  in  soire  oarts  of  the  United  States.. 

As  far  as  I  can  iuage  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations  have  not  been 
able'  to  draw  off  to  fneir  work  enough  men  to  interfere  with  the  theological 
colleges:,  and  denominational  life  is  so  sirens  in  this  country  tnat  T  doubt 
whether  the  Y,.V,.G.A.  could  nrosner  by  ignoring  it.  T  an  of  tne  opinion  tha 
they  are  eni  favouring  to  work  in  harmony  with  tne  denominations;,  and  that  the 
are  doing  a  large  institutional  work,  which  would  ce  beyond  the*  cower  of  any 
one  Church  to  accorrdisn.  However,  I  must  confessedly  sceak  somewhat  as  an 
outsider;,  and  it  is  well  that  the  note  of  warning  which  is  sounded  in  your 
Dam ch let  should  be  regarded;,  because  nothing  entirely  good  can  come  from  a 
spirit  of  antagonism  arising  between  the  Church  and  any  such  organisation, 
as  may  under  crooer  conduction  become  a  great  aid  for  its  cucooses..
